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Invalid name of a Deuterosminthurus species 
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I recently described Deuterosminthurus maculatus Nayrolles, 1996 which 
appears to be a primary homonym of Deuterosminthurus obscurus var. maculatus 
Womersley, 1939. 

Dr. Bellinger kindly informed me of the homonymy. Thus, I propose the new 
name dedicated to my American colleague: Deuterosminthurus beilingeri nom. n. in 
replacement of Deuterosminthurus maculatus Nayrolles, 1996. 

Concerning the status of Deuterosminthurus obscurus var. maculatus 
Womersley, 1939, this variety is not a Deuterosminthurus but a species of the genus 
Aneuempodialis, a very distinct genus from Deuterosminthurus (Aneuempodialis is 
Australian, Deuterosminthurus holartic). According to Greenslade (1977), Deutero- 
sminthurus obscurus Womersley, 1932 which was included in Aneuempodialis by 
Stach (1955), is a species of the genus Rastriopes. 
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
